pounds were immediately receiv'd towards the payment thereof by the 
ordinary Fees and Subſcriptions of the new Fellows ; and a certain method 
provided for the diſcharge of the remaining Debt (twice as ſoon as other- 
ways we could have done) by the more frequent admiiſion of new Fel- 
lows upon the death or receſs of the preſent Members. Fe, 

The only grievance which happen'd (as we conceive,) by this New 
Charter, (except that Clauſe concerning the Kings diſplacing the Mem- 
bers at pleaſure) was, that four or five of the Fellows were left out, not 
in the leaſt by any application from the Society, but by the will of thoſe 
who were then 'in power, as may appear ſrom the carriage of the College 
ro them in that Junture, who upon receiving their New Charter, 
(a queſtion ariſing about thoſe Fellows) declared, that they ſhould be 
treated with the ſame ref 2's as formerly. And ſo tender was the Com- 
mittee of the College of them, that though it was often and earneſtly 
moved that a Catalogue of the preſent Members ſhould be Printed, yer 
it was conſtantly obſtructed;lgaſt by leaving them out, we ſhould feem notto 
own them Fellows of the ſaidCollege: And as foon as the then Governmenr 
looked with any favour:towards them, a Committee of the College (with- 
out any application from them,) waited upon the Lord Chancellour to re- 
preſent their Caſe, and to deſire they might be reſtored ; and accordingly 
they were ſummon'd(as the other Fellows,) to'the next College Meeting, 
and reftor'd to the fame Place and Privilege with the reſt of the Body; 
And an Order was forthwith given that a ogue ſhould be Prin- 
ted, in which their Names were inſerted, and they owned therein as 
Fellows of the ſaid Society. And ſo ſenſible are the Fellows of the for- 
mer Conſtitution of the Facti ons and Misfortunes thatmuſt attend their 
Corporation, if they ſhould be again reduced to their former number, 
that the Majority of them have under their hands declard it to be 
their ſenſe and deſire, that it ſhould ſtand and continue as now it is; 
withoutany-alteration as to Number. ooo oo, 

| As to the Privileges granted to. the College by the Charter of K. Ch. IT. 
or any former King, they are ſo far from being taken from- us by the 
Charter of K. 7. I. that they are all confirmed thereby ; and that of 
K. Ch. II. returned entire together with the new one,which new one is not 
a Charter granted upon a Surrender, but a_new Charter confirming all 
our former Charters, and giving us ſeveral other uſeful and neceſſary 
Priviledges to our good Government and well-being, 

It is turther to be confider'd, that there is a very great difference be- 
tween the Charters of other Corporations, and the caſe of our Charter. 
For the College of Phyſicians, as ſuch, is no ways concern'd in Elections 
for Parliament, nor hasany influence on the publick Afﬀairs of the Nation: 
. Nor as the College was Conſtituted and Confirmed by ſeveral Acts of Par- 
liament, was the number of Fellows ever limited by any ; that being left 
to be augmented as the Society from time to time ſhould in prudence think 
fit: And we humbly conceive that our late augmentation of Fellows 
would not have met with any diſlike, had itnot bod at a time when 
the general Surrender of Charters gave a National Offence-; nor hath the 
College any Privileges granted contrary to Law, or the Common Inte-

_ ceſlity of their being licenſed to practiſe Phyſick : Upon which, the Preſident called a College, 
and acquainted the Members with this ſuggeſtion of the Surgeons, deſiring to know the Fel- 
lows Reſolution, whether they would be-content to be imployed on ſuch Occaſions ; to which 
anſwer was made, That divers of the Fellows of the ſaid College would be willing to under- 
take the ſaid Service, and particularly Doftour Hawley, Hamey, Goddard, Dawſon.

But yet ſome able Surgeons being well ſeen in Phyſick have practiſed it, and 
have had the Allowance and Approbation of the College of Phyſicians for ſuch their doing, 
and others ſo qualified may have the like. | 
- The Second, Third; Fourth and Fifth Exceptions are all of the nature of the firſt, 
and are but the ſame in Subſtance; for Anſwer to which, the Phyſicians ſay, "That this Bill 
takes nothing from the Surgeons which was theirs before, nor prohibits them from. doing any 


thing which by Law they might do before ; For it is-not to make new Offenders or Offences,  - 


but to diſcover old ones; and therefore there is no fear by this Bill of debarring any Man to 
pratiſe Phyſick either by Sea or Land, who are fit to prattiſe itz and if he be not fit, there is 
no reaſon he ſhould praCtiſe it, it being of ſuch high concernment , that the Lives and Healths 
of the Kings Subjefts ſhould not be put into the hands of ignorant and unskilful Perſons. 


And Surgeon« haye no reaſon to expe? grouter Priviledges in the praiſing of Phyſick, than 
Phyſicians themſelves have, who are firit to be allowed and approved by the College, before. 


they can be ſuffered to praftiſe within Zordor, or feven Miles thereof. And in like manner, 
many Surgeons being allowed and approved by the College, practiſe the ſame; bur otherwiſe, 
 theyhave been from time to time puniſht for practiſing Phyſick, not being firſt allowed and ap- 
proved by the College. 
Thus were the Afﬀairs managed betwixt the College of Phyſicians and Surgeons to the 
latter end of Fly, 1641. at which time the Differences between King Charles the Firſt and 
the Long-Parliament grew ſo high,that all Afﬀairs of private concern were laid aſide, and ſocon- 
tinued, till God in his Providence reſtored King Charles the Second, who gave the College a 
large Patent,confirming their Former Priviledges, (granted by his Royal Predeceſfors) and giy- 
ing them ſeveral new ones. This animated the College, and encouraged them to put the Laws 
of the Kingdom in due execution againſt illiterate and illegal PraCtiſers, among which Number 
-were ſome of the Surgeons Company, who having by their improper and undue Adminiſtration 
of Phyſick, done much harm to the King?s Subjects, were ſummoned before the Preſident and 
Cenſors, for their ignorant andillegal PraCtice : which ſo much diſpleaſed the Perſons concerned, 
that they perfwaded ſeyeral of that Body to join ina Petition to the Late Lord Chancellour a- 
gainſt the College ; wherein they complained of two Statutes of the ſaid College, which they 
jadged prejudicial to theirIntereſt, though made purſuant to the Laws of the Kingdom, and the 
Truſt thereby repoſed in the College of Phyſicians, for doing the ſame. Their Complaint to 
wee Chancellour was then judged ſo unreaſonable, that they were (after a ſhort Hearing) 
rej ; | 
When the College lately put in their Bill to the Houſe of Lords, for the better Regula- 
tion and Government of their own Society; they gave a trouble to that Right Honourable 
Houſe, by a Petition, which-met with as little Favour -in that Supreme Court of Juſtice, 
as their former had done, their Lordſhips finding that the College-Bill was ſo juſt. and 
reaſonable, that nothing which could be offered by them, or other Adverſaries, was of moment. 
enough to give itan Obſtrution. And the truth is, there was little reaſon to favour'this. Pe- 
tition, being fraught with ſo nany notorious Falſhoods, as particularly, that by Act of Parlia- 
ment- they wete impowered to practiſe Surgery in all its Parts (which Priviledge, by the Sta- 
tutes of the Kingdom, belonged only to the Members of the College) That they never had any 


Dependance upon the College : That they had met with no Trouble from the College: _ of 
| : late 
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late Years, &c. Wherefore *twas no. Wonder that the Petitioners and Petition were ſo ſoon dif. 
charged and rejeted by that Right Honourable Houſe. . PET CI 
When they found themſelves thus diſappointed in the Supreme Court of Juſtice, their next 
attempt was to print and deliver acertain Paper: (intituled the Surgeons Caſe) toſeveral Mem- 
bers of the Houſe of Commons, November, 1689. Wherein they bluſh not to ſet forth the 
following Untruths: Y:z. ** That they had power to examine and approve their own Members, 
*to adminiſter as well internal as external Medicines, in all Chirvrgical Caſes; that this Power 
«© was of abſolute Neceſſity, ſince the caſe of the Sick and Wounded Sea-men in the Fleets and 
* Armies, had been in all times committed ſolelytothem : That the firſt conſiderable Attempt 
<* which the Phyſicians had madeto hinder the Surgeons from giving internal Medicines in Caſes 
© of Surgery, was in the Reign of King Charles the Firſt : T hat Phyſicians had uſed, upon all Oc- 
© caſions, to conſult with the Surgeons touching the Application of inward as well as outward 
* Medicines, and that the College had, by a late By-Law, forbid their Members to join in conſul. 
© tation with any but ſuch as were of the College. .; 
This Caſe thus fully ſtuft with ſo many manifeſt Untruths, andfa!ſe Suggeſtions, (as appears 
from the precedent Hiſtory) was the Ground upon which they humbly prayed leave to offer 
a Bill to that Houſe, for impowering the Sargeons to give internal as well as external Medi- 
cines in all Caſes of Surgery, and to make void all By-Laws of the College, whereby they 
might -pretend to reſtrain any of their Members from conſulting with Surgeons in any Caſe 
whatever. | Bs RE 
And accordingly in January following, their Bill was offered and read twice in that Houſe, 
and ordered to be committed ; in which it was propoſed to be enaCtted, © That it ſhall and may 
© be lawful for any Surgeon of the ſaid Company, who hath been, or ſhall hereafter be examined 
© by Four of the Examiners of the ſaid Company, in the Preſence of two or more of the Maſters 
* or Govyernours of the ſaid Company,and by them duly approved from time to time, as Occaſi- 
© on ſhall require, to adminiſter any internal Medicines to any Patient in any Chirurgical Caſe 
<« or Caſes of Surgery whatſoever, &c. And it is hereby EnaCted, &c. That the Preſident o 
** the College or Commonalty of the Faculty of Phyſick, Londoz, nor any Member of the ſaid 
© College ſhall have Power or Authority by any By-Law or other Ways whatſoever, to reſtrain 
* any Member of the ſaid College or Corporation of Phyſicians, from conſulting with any Sur- 
_ of the ſaid Myſtery and Commonalty, examined and approved as aforeſaid, in any Caſe

Now the Priviledges the Surgeons deſire in the fore-mentioned Bill, to be granted by Parli- 
ament, are ſo unreaſonable (when conſidered) that we have juſt Cauſe to believe, that this Bill 
- ' ill meet with the ſame Fate their Two former Bills met withal in the Reign of King Fs the 
Firſt. And the Reaſons which incline us to this Opinion are, becauſe the Priviledges which 
they deſire, are againſt both Law and Fuſtice. Againſt the Firſt, viz. Their Examining and Li- 
ceaſing ail Perſons practiſing Surgery to give internal Medicines in all Chirurgical Caſes, and 
any Caſe whatſoever ;, Becauſe the Statute Laws of the Kingdom have entruſted this power with 
Four Fellows of the College, who have been firſt examined themſelves, and are Yearly choſen 
by the whole: College, and ſolemnly ſworn to do their Duty honeſtly and faithfully, without 
Fayour or AﬀeCtion, and the College are obliged by their Statutes to give Licence to all ſuch 
(whether Surgeons or others) whom they ſhall find fit upon Examination. Againſt Fuſtice, 
Becauſe the Fellows of the College being all of them (by their Statutes) Doctours of Phyſick 
in Oxford or Cambridge, or incorporated in one of them, and having ſpent ſo much time 
in ſtudy ( vis. twelve or fourteen Years) and been at the Expence of ſo much Money to 
obtain their Degrees, they cannot but be judged, by Vertue of their Education and Learn- 
ing, the moſt proper Judges of the Fitneſs of all Perſons to give internal Phyſick in Chirur- 
ical or any other Caſes. | 
And ſo ſenſible was the Legiſlative Power of the Kingdom hereof, that when they gave 
the Surgeons their Incorporation by ACt of Parliament , the ſame Members in the ſame Seſſion. 

- made a ſecond At of Parliament in favour of the College; and therein provided ( leſt "PI 

the Surgeons ACt ſhould any ways be interpreted to extend to the Prejudice of the College) 37-7 "og 
that Fozaſmuch as the Science of Phyſick doth compzebend, include, and contain the 
Knowledge of Surgery, as a ſpecial Wember and Part of the ſame, Theretoze be it Enacted, 
That any of the ſaid Company o2 Fellowſhip of. Phyſicians being Able, Choſen, and admit- 
ted by the ſaid Pzeſident and Fellowſþip of Phyſicians, may from time to time, as well with- 
in the City of London, as elſewhere within this Realm, Pzactiſe and Exerciſe the ſaid Sci- 
ence of 3{bhpſick in all and every his Wembers and Parts, Any Act, Statute, oz Pzobiſton made 
to the contrary notwithſtanding. 

And as to the other Branch of their Bill , wherein they "would reftrain the College from 
hindring their Members to conſult with them, they have diſcovered themſelves more plainly ;. 
For though they would ſeem to aim at nothing but to give internal Phyſick in Chirurgical Ca- 
ſes; yet here they have openly declared, - That their Members, approved by themſelves, ſhould 
praCtiſe Phyſick not only in Chirurgical, but in all other Caſes; as will plainly appear by the

Now from this trug and ſuccinct Hiſtory of the various Deſigns and Attempts of the Sur- 
eons to uſurp .upon, and intrude themſelyes into the peculiar Province' of the College. of 
yſicians; it muſt appear moſt eyidently to all Men of ſenſe and right judginent, (Firſt) - 
That the very Grounds upon which. the Surgeons have buile their - late Petition ,, are 
mieerly fiCtitious and 
Parliament, to adminiſter internal Medicaments in Medical or-Chirurgical Caſes ; but on the 
contrary, ſtrictly confined to Manual Operation , and the Application of external Remedies. 
Nor have they ever been moleſted or hindred by the Cy in the PraCtice-and Exerciſe of 
their proper Funtion, whillt they kept themſelves within the Limits prefcribed by the Laws of 
the Land. Yea more, the Doors of the College have always ſtood open to receive all Surgeons 
who would offer and ſubmit themſelves to be examined by the Preſident and Cenſors as is by 
Law enacted: and to grant them Licence to praCtiſe Phyſick, if they were found able and fit ſo to 
do.. So that they needed not to addreſs to the Superiour Powers to obtain what they might 
with Eaſe and Honour haye acquired only by undergoing Examination, without which no Man, 
however Learned and able in the Art of Medicine, ought to exerciſe the ſame within Londen, 
. and ſeyen Miles round about it. Probable it is therefore, that Conſcience of their own Igno- 
rance, and fear to have their Inſufficiency detected, have chiefly induced them to decline due © 
Examination, and to open a new (though unſafe.) way of licenſing one'another, to which they

Secondly, It appears , that the things bere petitioned for by the Surgeons, are in themſelves 
unreaſonable, inconſiſtent with Law , injurious to the Royal College of Phyſicians, pernici- 
ous to the Company of Apothecaries, and in fine, dangerous to the people in general. | 
Unreaſenable, becauſe nothing ſeems more abſurd , Than that/Men , not educated liberally, 
nor converſant in Humane Learning, ignorant in Natural-Philoſophy (the principal Foundation 
of Medicine) Strangers not only to the DoCtrines of the ancient Teachers of the Art of Healing, 
but generally even to the Languages in which they wrote, 'and to the true and ſafe Methods of 
Curing Diſeaſes ; It ſeems highly abſurd, we ſay, that ſuch Men ſhould be permitted publickly'to 
profeſs, and praftiſe an Art ſo Noble, ſo Uſeful, ſo Neceſſary, and withal fo Difficult, when 
they underſtand not fo much as the very Fundamentals thereof.

The daily experience which the Subſcribers have, of the il] effeQs of bad Med'- 


cines, has oblig'd 'em to be very careful to provide againſt the miſchievous conſe- 
quences of ſuch Med'cines, if they ſhould creep into the Diſpenſary, which is the 
name of the Repoſitory of their Med'cines. - To that end, two out of their number 
are choſen monthly -to be Curators, whoſe peculiar bufineſs itis co look after che 
Diſpenſatian of all Med'cines, to fee the mixing of the Drugs, and to examine nicely 
the goodneſs of 'em, and frequently to reviſe all Med'cines already made, and ſec 
aſide ſuch as they ſhall find co be in the leaſt decayed. Bur tho it be more peculiar- 
ly the care of theſe Curators to look after the* diſpenſation of all Med'cines, yer ic 
being an Article of ſuch importance tothe livesand health of their Fellow Subjeds, 
few Med'cinesare there diſpens'd, the Ingredjents of which have not firſt been care- 
fully inſpected, examin'd and approv'd by the greateſt part of-:che Subſcribers. 
_ *Tis evidentthat no' Aperthecaries Shop can pretend to this exacneſs,  finee 'tis im- 
flible for any of thoſe that make their own Med'cines, (who are nor fifty out of 
- fo many hundreds within the Bills -of Mortality) ſo to calculate what” their vent 
ſhall be, as to make a quantity juſt ſufficient to anſwer the demands of their Cuſto- 
mers ; nor is there any reaſon (if we may meaſure their Conſcience in this caſe by 
their other dealings )to ſuſpeRt 'em of ſo much honeſty as to throw away Drugs, 
which they can't vend, tho decayed. Bur that they donot throw any ſuch away, 
may be demonſtratively prov'd.For *tis fo notorions, that the Wholeſale Apothecaries, 
by whom: the-reſt are furniſhed, make ſeveral ſorts as to Price and Goodneſs, of the 
ſame Med'cine, the worſt of which is call'd mph by the name of the Med'cine , ano- 
ther is call'd the better ſort, and athird the bet. Now let the world judge, if thoſe, 
thacfor their gain induſtrioufly make. up bad Med'cines, will rob themſelves of che 
Profit of ſuch-as ſhall only accidentally become ſo. CNL | 
As for the Retail Apothecaries who buy of the Wholefale, *is plain, that not 
making 'em-themſelvesthey can'tbeaſſur'd of the goodneſs of their Med'cines. Buc 
tis vehemently to be ſuſpe&ed, that they are certain of the contrary ; ſince the 
quantity of che ſore call'dfimply by the name made by the Wholeſale Apothecaries, 
very much exceeds the quantity of that, which they call rhe B-f, and demand the 
higheſt price for. Which isa ſtrong preſamption, that the worſt ſort, becauſe of 
topping the price, is moſt call'd for by the Retail Apothecaries their Cu- 
omers. | 
Aſecond advantage from the Diſpenſary is, that whatever is preſcrib'd for the Pa- 
tient, is faithfally-made up there. Tis but too notorious, that the Apothecaries, 
when, any Med eine, which they have not in their Shops, happens to;be preſgrib'd, 
take the liberey of ſubſtituting ſomething elſe in the ſtead of it : ſo that the Patience 
is in ſuch a caſe cheated of his Fee, being by ſuch alterations denied the benefit of _ 
his Phyſicians Judgment, which he paid for, and ſometimes of his Life, and the 
Phyſician of his Reputation by unskilful pernicious Changes. This can't happen: 
at the College, becauſe the perſon 'who makes up, and delivers the Med'cines out, is . 
a Servanr, and has no Intereſt beyond his Sallary in the Office, and conſequently 
no temptationito'ſo vile a cheat'; nor if he had, cou'd he paſs undiſcover'd, becaute 
being-conſtantly-oblig'd ts account for the quantity of any Med'cine delivered 
out, whither Simple or Compound,by Bills'under the hands of the Subſcribers,ſhou'd' 
he vary from them, his accounts cou'd not beadjuſted. Nor does he lie under any 
neceſlity to do it, becauſe the Subſcribers knowing what they ſhould have occaſion 
for, have provided plentifully to anſwer all demands, every Subſcriber having a 
__ to have ſuch Med'cines prepar'd there, as he knows he ſhall call for in his 
ills. Exe5 
The caſe is quice otherwiſe with the Apothecary, he being-often put upon it by 
the ſlenderneſs of his ſtock, which is generally furniſh'd only for his own pracice,the 
beſt provided of 'em nor atfording two hundred different Med'cines, whereas the 
London Di/pen(atory alone contains about eleven hundred Galenical Med'cines only . be- 
ſides the vaſt variety of Chywical Med'cines, that are now in uſe. and an almoſt in- 
finite number af Simples. He is likewite' frequently prompted by Avarice to ſub- 
ſticute a cheap Med'cine for a dear one, ſuch as the inſide of Oyſter-ſhells for Pear}, 
New —_ for Ruſſian Caſtor, Spaniſh Saffron, and even Turmerick for Engiiſh Saf- 
fron, &c. whereby the Patient is abugd in his body, as well as his Purſe. In all 
which 
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which Cheats they are the bolder, becauſe their practices are ſubmitted to the 


fi 


ary in the rates of 
which wou'd ruine 
'em ; it was proposd only, that they ſhou'd 
moderate their Gains, and by aſcertaining the rates of Med'cines for the uſe. of the 
Poor, affure 'em that they ſhou'd not be impos'd upon, which was with indignati- 
on and ill manners rejeted by 'em. It is indeed expected, that they ſhou'd abate 
very. much of their preſent exaRions upon the Rich, as well as Poor ; and not pre- 
tend upon a Mechanick Education, and a Stock of Fifty Pounds (which is .more 
than the intrinſick value of all the Med'cines and'Drugs in moſt-Apothecaries Shops 
in or about London, the other Furniture of their Shops, as Pots, Glaſles, &c. being'a 
dead Stock, which makes no returns, and requires daily reparation) to rival the 
Gains and Expences of the moſt confiderable of their Neighbours, that employ in 
Trade four, five, or ten thouſand pounds, that is, fourſcore, a hundred, or two 
hundred times their Stock, as moſt of 'em apparently do ; and all of 'emm outfigure, 
and look with ſcorn upon their Neighbours, that employ ten, and twenty times 
their Stock. From hence, without a nice enquiry into particulars, it may be eaſily 
gueſt what their Profits muſt be, that out of fo poor a Stock can maintain ſo great 
Pride and Expence. | 

But leaving the Apothecaries to rate their Bills as they think fic, the Subſcribers 
wiſh, that inſtead of taking the intrin/ich value of their Med'cines only, they cou'd 
afford to remit even that too. But that being a Charge too heavy for the Shoulders 
of a few private men, conſidering the vaſt numbers of Sick Poor (not: receiv'd into 
the Hoſpitals, or taken care of by *em ) that want ſuch relief, the Subſcribers con- 
rent themſelves with this Eſſay, till the concurring Charity of others more able 
ſhall empower 'em to do more. 

But that this Charity may be as compleat, as it lies in their power to make it, the 
Phyſicians ſubſcribing do every one of 'em ſeverally engage to give their Advice gra- 
7x toall ſuch Poor, as ſhall apply to them at the places of their Habitation , and to 
viſit ſuch of them as are not able to come to them, as often as need ſhall require, at 
their own dwellings. And futther to encourage the Poor torefort to 'em in their ne- 
ceflicies, two of 'em do conſtantly every Wedneſday and Saturday in the afteriygon at- 
tend-at the College of Phyſicians, to conſider, and adviſe upon the complaints of 
all ſuch Poor, as repair to 'em for advice. And they are willing to do ir oftener, if

To all which it is. briefly reply'd, That both by Acts of Parliament, and 
Orders of the Privy Council, we find the Surgeons have always been for- 
bidden to give Internal Medicines in any Chyrurgical, or other Caſe what- 
ſoever ; to which the Opinions of the Judges have alſo Correſponded, and 
therefore their. firſt Reaſon is a manifeſt untruth, as is the third alſo.

( as they ar firſt made their Boaſts ) to break it, by 
withdrawing as many' of the Phy/icrans, . as they 
cou'd, from the ſupport of it. This they attempred 
by promiſing their Aſſiſtance and Recommendation, 
to ſuch Phyſicians as ſhould oppoſe or deſert it ; and in 
their Favour to ſupplant in Buſineſs and Intereſt all 
thoſe that adher'd firmly to ir. To'this end all their 
Engines were- ſet to work to batter the Reputation of 
the Diſpenſary. Phyſicrans. They were in general repre- 
ented as Men of no Buſs, Forrune, Lea ning, Skit, or 
Merit, and CharaQeriz'd in particular, as Superanuated 
Dotards, T-:fl:rs, Madmen, +0:+, Dlockheads, Bufoons or 
Novices., To back theſe CharaGters.*twas their Buſineſs 
to forge ſcandalous Stories of the ſeveral Diſperſary 
Phyſicians, which were brought to the Club at the Crown 
Tavern behind the Exchange, their common Receprtac!e 
of Slander, to. be lick'd into.

thing for another, is a' Conſideration, that nearly con- 
cerns the Lives ofthe People. 

This Article is of ſuch conſequence to thoſe, whoſe 


placiful- 
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\s ſuch, as ſhou'd pur 
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plentiful Circumſtances make the exaQtions of the 4po- 
rhecaries a light grievance, thar, if they knew the com- 
mon PraQtice of the Shops inAdultcrating Medcines, and 
deviating 'from the Preſcriptions which are ſent to be 
made up by 'em, they wou'd not think themſelves ſafe 
in the ordizary method of taking Phyſick from thence; 
There are two things objeQed againſt the D:ſpenſaries: 


One by the Adverſaries of *em, and ſuch as are ſe-

Porends receiv'd above a Hundred Thouſand Doſes of Phys 
ſick had been diſpens'd from thence to the Sick of all 
Conditions in Med'cines of all the ſeveral forms and 
ominations, as Apezems, Julaps, Dranghts, LinfIni's, 
Eleftuaries Polus's, Powders,Pills, Orop:,8&c.which one with 
another amounted ro ſomething under three Half Pence 
a Doſe. Theſe, with the additional Epithets of P:#oral, 
Cordial, Hypnotic, Expeftorating, Corroborating, Aiexiphar« 
mac, Bezoartich, &c. wou'd be charg'd at 12. per [c 
one with another, in the moſt modeſt Apothecary's Bil 
in Town, and won'd that way amount to five Thouſand 
Pond, and as moſt of 'em charge, to twice as much. 
I ſhall leave the ObjeRors to compute how long 
Subſcribers may be in raiſing Eſtates our of theſe 
fits ; and the Readers to calculate the Difference be-
